As to the aid of the German 
confederation, that would only be a signal for Russian 
eorps d’armée to come po through Gallicia, bringing 
with them every discontented spirit in Austria’s eastern 
dependencies. The real cause why the Austrians have 
falien back is, that they could not leave in their rear a 
hostile population which, in case of defeat, would have so 
embarrassed their army as to have rendered even retreat

This 
plain is about ten kilometres long, and extends to Mon- 
techiaro, which is built on rather uneven ground against 
a mountain-spur, on which theruins of an old castle may 
still be seen. From that height the eye commands 
a view almost to Cremona, certainly beyond Peschiera. 
With a telescope the Austrians can seen 
throwing up their defences. The Grenadiers of 
the Guard are encamped on this hill. The plain 
seems a * advantageous battle-fleld for an army 
coming 21 — HL had been able to write to you 
the other day I should have sent a letter, which would 
have been a true picture of a day with Napoleon III. and 
the Army of Italy.
